was disposed of by the court, and further at­ 

tempted to show great damage to the extent of as much 

$650,000 by reason of the disposal of clarified effluent 

the ocean 5000 feet from the shore line. The court, 

ruled with the sanitation districts that damages could be 

paid only by reason of the construction of the works on 

the defendants' property and anything done a mile off 

the defendants' property In the Pacific ocean could not 

be considered in this case. The award Is much smaller 

than the defendants expected and are naturally dis­ 

satisfied with the result.

With no method of attacking the soundness of the 

plan ot ocean disposal, certain Interests In San Pedro 

have taken the other method of attempting to Influence 

public opinion. Lloyd Nix, attorney for SepulverJa, ap­ 

peared before the board of directors of County Sanita­ 

tion District No. 5 at Its meeting on Tuesday, admonish­ 

ing that board not to take any steps leading to the 

consummation of the metropolitan project until the mat­ 

ter had been aired and thoroly protested by his clients. 

Mr. Nix even went so far as to protest the board's 

action In making appropriations which in no way could 

bo considered as expenditures. Mr. Nix stated that he 

would appear before the boards of directors of County 

Sanitation Districts Nos. 1, 2 and 8 at their meeting on 

Wednesday with the same protest, but he did not do so. 

After a joint meeting of the board o£ directors of Dis­ 

tricts NOB. 1, 2, 5 and 8 on Wednesday the directors 

authorized the payment o£ the award ot damages Into 
court as is required by, law. The payment of this 
money into court is required to be done within 30 days 
utter the judgment Is entered and the failure of the 
sanitation districts.to comply In this respect would cause 

tire case to go by default.

Resolutions adopted by various organizations in 
u during the. past week set out Whereases U 
t that testimony, at the condemnation trial showed 
the sanitation districts could save J2.500.000 by the 

Lruction of a sewage treatment plant and the dls- 
l of effluent on the land, that reclaimed sewage 
ent could be sold for agricultural and industrial 
uses to great advantage. Aa a matter of fact no 

evidence was brought out at the trial since the 
court ruled that the question of public necessity related 
only to the location of the line between the present 
disposal plant and the Pacific ocean at White Point and 
that the manner of sewage disposal was a matter fur 
the board' of directors of the districts and not for the 

court to consider.

Interests in San Fedro have continuously opposed the 
construction of the metropolitan sewer outlet at Whlti 
I'oint. In 1926 strong opposition was made to the stati 
board of health in opposing a permit by that body. Ar 
engineer was retained by the San 1'edro Chamber 01 
Commerce, who reported on a line known aa the Badge: 
Avenue line, that would extend Into the bay in front o 
Long Beach as being cheaper than that proposed by 
the sanitation districts. 'A committee of engineers 
business men of Los Angeles City Chamber of Comir 
however, in reviewing this plan found that It would not 
only be more costly of construction than the White Point 
outlet but would also cost more for operation and would 
not be so secure nor so satisfactory. Prior to this time 
the sanitation districts had retained X. H. Goodnough, 
chief engineer of the Massachusetts State Board of 
Health, u man of vast experience In sewage disposal, to 
review the project and his report favored the metropoli­ 

tan plan.

Permit was granted by the State Hoard of Health to 
the sanitation districts for disposal at White Point on 
April 2, 1927. Subsequently, County Sanitation District 
No. 3, of which Long Beach forms a greater part, re­ 
tained Pcurse. GrecWy & Hansen of Chicago, one of the 
foremost firms in sanitary engineering in the United 
States, to review the project as It related to participa­ 
tion of Long Beach. Again It was reported by these 
engineers that disposal at White Point would not only 
oe more economical but would probably prove more 
satisfactory than land disposal.

In the meantime the County Sanitation Districts, hav­ 
ing provided a temporary means of disposal by the 
activated sludge process, and discharge of etfluent into 
NiBger Slough, have been 'well provided with disposal 
facilities, but with the Increased flow und the large 
amount of Industrial wastes which are discharged Inte 
the sewer, It becomes necessary to complete the project 
us originally outlined, und tho condemnation proceedings 

were to thut end.

Advocates ot the reclamation of sewage and return of 
water for agricultural purposes or for the repletion of 
ground water supply have been very Insistent on the 
abandonment of tlie White I'oint project and the adoption 
of u huge treatment plant'so thut the water may be 
pumped buck to the upper valleys and there purirx*luteu 
into, the underground gravel beds. No responsible uii-

. hut such a plan would be feasible, ccononu'caliy or
otherwise. Complicated industrial wastes thut arise In
the sanitation districts urea increase the difficulty of
